WONDER WOMEN 




R esidents are being 

encouraged to nominate 
inspirational local 
women as part of Council 
celebrations to mark the centenary 
of female suffrage. 

This year is the 100th 
anniversary of the Representation 
of the People Act 1918, which 
extended the vote to some women 
for the first time in the UK. The 
Act gave those over the age of 
30 - who held £5 of property 
or had husbands who did - the 
right to vote. It paved the way for 
universal suffrage 10 years later, 
when women won equal voting 


rights to men. 

Throughout the year, the

N ew Council 

homes have been 
given the green 
light to replace a 
disused boiler house 
in Clapton. 

The 26 new Council 
properties - half for social 
rent and half for shared 
ownership - are set to be 
built on Pedro Street. 

The plans include a mix 
of family and smaller homes 
to meet the local need in the 
area, as well as an improved 
public space linking the

homes to Gilpin Square. 

This is the latest milestone 
in the Council’s Housing 
Supply Programme, which 
is transforming underused 
land across the borough. 
Properties to replace vacant 
garages in Clapton and 
former Council offices 


in Haggerston were also 
approved last month. 

Overall, more than 400 
new Council homes will 
be built at 14 locations 
on disused land across 
the borough - including 
empty car parks and unused 
depots. Seventy per cent of 


these properties will 
be social rent and 
shared ownership, paid 
for through outright sale 
of the remaining homes, 
in the absence of any 
Government funding. 

The new Council homes 
will be prioritised for local 
people, with social rent 
properties allocated to 
families from the Council’s 
13,000-strong housing 
waiting list. 

Mayor of Hackney, Philip 
Glanville, said: “This empty 
boiler house has long been 
an eyesore in Clapton, 
so getting the go ahead 
to replace it with 100 per 
cent genuinely affordable 
new Council homes that 
prioritise local people and 
make a big difference to the 
neighbourhood, is win-win 
for the community. 

“We’ve worked closely 
with residents and 
councillors to get the design 
right - an approach we 
take across the borough as 
we make the most of our 
underused land to build 
the new Council homes we 
desperately need.” 

Construction is expected 
to begin later this year, 
with the homes due to be 
completed in early 2020.

Colville Estate regeneration reaches new high 


OVER 100 new Council 
homes in Shoreditch moved 
a step closer to being 
completed after building 
work on a landmark 
regeneration project 
reached its highest point. 

The key milestone in 
the redevelopment of the 
Colville Estate took place 
on 1 February, and was 
marked at a ceremony led 
by residents, Mayor of 
Hackney Philip Glanville, 
and Higgins Construction. 


Seventy of the new 
homes will be for social 
rent, offering a high- 
quality Council home to 
existing residents whose 
decades-old properties 
were in disrepair. 

The development also 
includes six homes for 
shared ownership and 40 
properties for outright sale 
to help pay for the new 
social housing. 

In total, the regeneration 
of the Colville Estate, 


which started in 2010, will 
see 935 new homes and 
community facilities built 
to replace ageing buildings 
uneconomical to repair - 
with around half for social 
rent and 
shared 
ownership. 

Mayor 
Glanville 
said: “It’s 
fantastic to 
celebrate 
the progress 


of our regeneration 
of the Colville Estate 
with the local residents 
who were so closely 
involved in designing 
their new homes.”

[olocaust survivor 
lanfred Goldberg 
ad been sent to 
five concentration camps, 
forced to work as a slave 
labourer, denied an 
education and was subject 
to systematic brutal 
treatment and starvation. 

Against all odds, Manfred 
survived the Nazi’s mission 
to exterminate the entire 
Jewish population and other 
‘undesirables’ of Europe. 
Some six million others, 
including all of his extended 
family and younger brother, 
did not. 

The theme of this year’s 
Holocaust Memorial Day, 
which took place on 29 
January, was ‘The Power 
of Words’. It considered 
how words can make a 
difference, both for good 
and evil. From propaganda 
and slogans that incite 
hatred to the testimonies 
of survivors that inspire 
systems to change - words 
have a powerful impact 
upon those around us. 

Born in 1930, Manfred 
Goldberg, now 87, was at 
first unable to talk about 
his traumatic experiences 
during the war. Now he 
feels that with the rise of 
anti-Semitism it is important 
for survivors to speak out, 
so the younger generation 
can hear first-hand accounts 
of the Holocaust. 

During his harrowing 
personal account Manfred 
spoke about how the 
Nazis dehumanised their 
prisoners. He said: “We 
even lost our names, all 
we had was a number for 
identification. Mine is still 
deeply ingrained in my 
mind, 56478. Through it 
all though, I never lost my 
determination to survive.” 

As part of Holocaust 
Memorial Day, residents 
came together at Hackney 
Town Hall to remember 
the many victims who 
suffered during the Nazis’ 
murderous regime and 
in subsequent genocides 
around the world. 

Alongside Manfred’s 
account, pupils from Simon 
Marks Jewish Primary

School and The Olive 
School Hackney, a Muslim 
faith school, came together 
to sing ‘Heal the World’, 
by Michael Jackson, and 
to pay homage to Hackney 
based Yiddish singer and 
scholar Barry Davis, who 
passed away last year. 

There were also a 
rendition of ‘Prayer’ (Ernest 
Bloch) by the SALZ Quartet 
and moving presentations 


from local school students, 
including a reading of Primo 
Levi’s ‘Shelma’ by Darren 
King, a Year 13 student at 
The Urswick School. 

The Speaker of Hackney, 
Cllr Soraya Adejare, who 
hosted the memorial service, 
said: “The Holocaust was 
a defining event in human 
history; its legacies continue 
to shape the modern world 
while the challenging 


questions it raises about 
human behaviour have 
universal relevance. 

In marking Holocaust 
Memorial Day we are 


provided with scope to 
unify our voices in calling 
for an end to racial, ethnic, 
religious, disability, gender 
and sexuality based violence 


and oppression.” 

After the ceremony 
the Speaker, together 
with some of the students 
who had taken part in 
the ceremony, placed 
flowers at the Holocaust 
memorial in Hackney 
Town Hall Square.

T HE water may 

have been freezing, 
but the competition 
hotted up when 
123 canoeists took to 
the River Lea to compete 
in the annual Winter 
Series finals. 

Launched in 1981, it’s 
a well-established series 
of six marathon canoe 
races on the rivers 
Chelmer, Stort, Cam, 
Roding and Lea. 

Individual trophies 
are won, but canoeing 
clubs also vie for awards, 
including the Dick Grieves 
trophy for the club 
with the most successful 
team of young people 
who are just beginning 
to learn the sport. 

Organiser Alan Goode 
said: “We get paddlers 
from the age of seven right 
up to the age of 76. There’s 
a particular focus though 
on encouraging new and 
young paddlers, it’s a great 
springboard and a really 
welcoming environment.” 

This winter races began 
in November, in Bishop 
Stortford, with classes 
organised by age, sex 
and boat type over three 
different distances. 

Around 280 people 
competed across the series, 
representing 15 clubs from 
London, Hertfordshire, 
Essex and Kent. 

The grand final 
has always been held 
in Hackney, at the 
Leaside Trust, since the 
competition’s launch. 

A Clapton charity, the 
trust runs watersport 
and outdoor activities 
for more than 7,000 
children and young 
people each year, with 
the aim of developing 
their confidence, focus 
and ambition. 

Alan said: “It’s just such 
an inspiring place. There’s 
something unique about 
the community and the 
surroundings. There are so 
many great role models at 
the club, many kids who 
start paddling here go on 
to great things, whether 
that’s world championships 
or the Olympics.”

I ’LL always be driven 
to get a diversity 
of identities and 
experiences into film 
and TV,” says director, 
writer and lesbian, gay, 
bisexual, transgender and 
queer (LGBTQ) activist 
Marley Morrison. 

Adding: “When I was 
growing up, I looked to the 
TV to see people like me 
going through the kinds of 
things I was going through. 
But I never saw anything 
close to what I was feeling. 

“We [in the LGBTQ 
community] tried to change 
so much of ourselves to 
conform to what we saw 
around us and how we felt 
we were supposed to be. 
And it hurt. It caused us so 
much pain. If I can change 
that for young LGBTQ 
people today, if I can 
encourage them to feel OK 
about their identity, then 
I’ve done my job.” 

Marley did not have 
a conventional path to 
success. Born in a small 
Hertfordshire village, 
they spent hours writing 


stories as a child. Then, as a 
teenager, aimed to become 
an actor. 

Marley explains: “I 
came to London at 18 
to study drama at WAC, 
a college in Belsize Park. 

It exists to give training in 
the creative arts to under¬ 
represented and deprived 
groups, the people who 
can’t afford to go to the big 
art or drama schools.” 

It’s an issue that still fires 
Marley up: “It’s hugely 
frustrating how inaccessible 
the arts are unless you have 
money. It means they’ll 
just keep churning out 
white, middle-class actors, 
the same performances 
and the same films.” 

Arriving in London 
without a penny, Marley 
initially stayed in a hostel 
until the homelessness 
charity Centrepoint helped 
them find a job and move to 
a flat in Hackney. 

Marley recalls: “I wanted 
to escape, but Hackney 
was so different it was 
unreal. At first it was a bit 
crazy and intimidating. But 


I haven’t looked back.” 

Marley never intended 
to write or direct. They 
got an acting agent but 
‘because of the way I 
looked and dressed and 
my gender identity, it was 
difficult to cast me. Casting 
is so binary: girls are girls 
and boys are boys. So I 
suppose I started writing 
to create roles that would 
fit people like me’. 

Marley was soon making 
narrative short films. 

They recalls: “My first, 


‘Tomorrow’ was filmed 
next to Victoria Park in a 
day. I used a little pocket 
video camera and it was 
terrible, really, really bad. I 
was trying to use these crazy 
camera movements: I must 
have thought I was Martin 
Scorsese or something.” 

Undeterred, Marley 
decided to find someone 
else to do the filming and 
focus instead on directing 
a second short film ‘Sticks 
And Stones’, which was 
screened at the BFI as 


part of the Future Film 
Raw Shorts Scheme. And 
that was the beginning of 
Morrison’s directing career. 

Next, Marley 
crowdfunded a film called 
‘Leroy’. This only scraped 
together £3,000 - pittance 
for a film budget - and 
yet ‘Leroy’, a film about a 
socially awkward teen who 
mourns for his grandfather, 
was shortlisted for the Iris 
Prize - an international 
LGBT film festival - and 
screened around the world. 

Marley’s characters 
and approach continued 
to attract plaudits and 
funding. ‘Baby Gravy’, 
a comedy about a lesbian 
couple waiting for a sperm 
donor in a Luton service 
station, won first prize 
in the Encounters Film 
Festival ‘Widening The 
Lens’ competition and 
was screened as part of 
the BFI London Film 
Festival last year. 

With funding from Film 
London, Morrison is now 
working on their first 
feature-length film. 


Billed as a transgender 
road-trip movie, ‘Violets 
Are Blue’ follows a young 
trans man who goes in 
search of his absent father in 
the hope of learning what it 
means to be a man. 

Where does the actor, 
writer, director and 
campaigner find inspiration 
for all this? Marley says: 
“Sometimes it’s a song, or 
a person that inspires me. 
Sometimes it’s a feeling that 
something’s going on in 
the world that’s not being 
spoken about. I suppose 
sometimes it comes from 
anger. Writing is my way of 
channelling that. 

“It’s an attempt to get 
people to see things in 
a slightly different light. 

Or to give young people 
the faith that they can 
achieve whatever it is 
they want. Because if I can, 
they can, right?”

Consultations for traffic 
reduction schemes outside 
Tyssen Community 
Primary School, Nl 6, and 
London Fields Primary 
School, E8, have closed. 

Louise Nichols, Executive 
Headteacher at Gayhurst 
Community School, said: 


“The main entrance to 
the school playground is 
on a corner where cars 
cut through, reverse and 
do U-turns on a regular 
basis. There will be some 
inconvenience but we think 
our community will see that 
the safety of our children is 
the main priority here.” 

Vicky Noakes, Assistant 
Headteacher at Millfields 
Community School, added: 
“Our parents and families 


have been incredibly 
supportive of the scheme as 
it will benefit everyone. 

“Fewer cars on the roads 
around school will reduce 
pollution and the risk of 
children being involved 
with collisions. 

“The majority of local 
residents, many of which 
are our families, came 
to our consultation 
meetings and are backing 
the scheme.”

Primary school children learn 
about finance through drama 

AS research suggests that British children receive a 
worse education in financial literacy than many of their 
contemporaries across Europe, a Hackney primary school 
is attempting to redress the balance. 

Northwold Primary School, E5, has been working with the 
arts charity Create, to teach children about money through 
the medium of drama. 

Developed to improve financial awareness amongst young 
people, the A Wealth of Stages programme offers children 
a fun, creative way to explore money and personal finance. 
Over two weeks, Create’s dramatist James Baldwin led a 
series of workshops encouraging the children to explore 
the world of finance and how it affects their lives. The 
project culminated in a play, developed by the students, 
performed to their families and the wider school. 

Create’s co-founder and chief executive, Nicky Goulder, 
said: “A lack of financial awareness at a young age can 
lead to financial difficulty later in life. A Wealth of Stages 
has been designed to strip finance of its jargon and 
articulate it in more simplistic, digestible terms for 

young people. 
“Through fun and 
interactive drama 
sessions, Northwold 
Primary School’s 
students became 
better-equipped 
for the future while 
building their creative, 
interpersonal and 
communication skills.”

Green light for three new cycle routes in Hackney 


THE Mayor of London, 
Sadiq Khan, has given the 
go-ahead for three new 
cycle routes in Hackney. 

The new routes were 
identified by Transport 
for London (TfL) as 
having some of the highest 
potential for cycling, but 
currently lacking safe 
infrastructure. 

They form part of a 


£l42million project that 
will see six new cycle routes 
across nine boroughs. 

The Hackney routes are: 
a 3km path linking the 
City and Waltham Forest 
by filling the gap between 
Lea Bridge Road and 
Cycle Superhighway 1 at 
Dalston; an 8km stretch 
from Hackney to the Isle 
of Dogs via Canary Wharf, 


Mile End and Victoria 
Park; and an 8km route 
from Tottenham Hale 
to Camden via the Seven 
Sisters Road. 

Mayor Khan said: 
“Encouraging more 
Londoners to cycle is 
vital - providing huge 
benefits to people’s health, 
cutting congestion and 
air pollution.” 


Will Norman, London’s 
Walking and Cycling 
Commissioner, added: 
“We’re working to design 
six new cycle routes that 
would connect key town 
centres, join up existing 
cycle infrastructure, and 
start to create a genuinely 
pan-London network of 
cycle routes accessible to 
millions more Londoners.”

Bant to hear from 
Biyone who had 
their photograph taken by 
Gibson’s studio, in Lower 
Clapton Road, between 
1952 and 1978. 

The Archives, in Dalston, 
has over 155,000 negatives 
taken by Ron Gibson’s 
studio featuring weddings, 
parties and studio portraits, 
as well as at local businesses 
such as the Metal Box Co, 
ICC and Beck & Pollitzer. 

A two-year project is 
underway to digitise and 
catalogue the negatives 
so that a selection can be 
shared online. 

Gibson was brought up 
in Hackney and initially 
started his photography 
business from his home in 
Chatsworth Road. In 1950, 
he opened a studio and 
camera shop at 8 Upper 
Clapton Road. The business 
moved to 97 Lower Clapton 
Road in 1953, where it 
remained until 1989. 

A key part of the project 
involves interviewing 
people who appear in the 
photographs, so that their 
stories can be preserved at 
Hackney Archives as part of 
the history of the borough.

Sweet potato is a great addition to a balanced diet and packed full of nutrients. It is an 
excellent source of vitamin A and plentiful in vitamin C, which can help with regulating 
blood pressure, healthy vision, brain function and protecting cells from damage. 
Mackerel is an oily fish, high in Omega 3 which is an essential fat in peoples’ diets. It 
can be beneficial in lowering cholesterol, inflammation and boosting heart health. 


Sweet potato and 
mackerel fish cakes 

Serves 4 


Preparation time

Ingredients 

•500g (approx 1 large) 
sweet potato 

•4 spring onions 

• 1 garlic clove 

• 10Og frozen peas 

•3-4 smoked mackerel fillets 
(or 4 tins of mackerel) 

•2 heaped tablespoons of dried 
parsley or coriander 

•1 cup wholemeal breadcrumbs 

• Black pepper to season. 

Method 

• Preheat the oven to 180°C/ gas 
mark 4 

• Peel and roughly chop the sweet 
potato. Boil for around 10-15 
minutes, or until tender. Once 
cooked roughly mash. Tip: don’t 


overcook the potato or your fish cakes might be 
sloppy. The potato should be slightly firmer than if 
you wanted to make mashed potato 

• Whilst the potato is cooking, remove the skin of the 
mackerel and flake it into a bowl 

• Defrost the peas in boiling water, strain and add to 
the fish 

• Finely chop the spring onion, garlic and herbs, and 
add to the fish 

• Add the mashed potato to fish mix and stir well so 
everything is mixed together 

• Put the breadcrumbs on a plate, season with the 
black pepper 

• Shape mixture into bite-size balls and flatten 
slightly 

• Coat the fish cakes in the breadcrumb mix and 
place on a lightly oiled baking tray 

• Bake for 10 minutes, flip and bake for a further 
5-10 minutes, until they start to crisp on the 
outside and are hot through 

• Serve with salad and enjoy!

The Mayor and councillors 

Councillors are elected by residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough-wide 
elections took place in May 2014. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee Council services. 


They hold advice surgeries where residents 
can meet their local representative and ask 
them to take up issues of concern. Generally 
they can help with Council related matters, 
but if the issue is the responsibility of another 


person or organisation, councillors can often 
point people in the right direction and tell 
residents who they need to see. 

Hackney has 57 councillors representing 
areas called wards - see map below. 



Hackney’s executive Mayor Philip Glanville was directly elected by the borough in 
2016. He is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the budget and all Council 
services. The Mayor holds monthly casework surgeries in the Town Hall.
